Unemployment Is 
Down In Florida 


Tallahassee—Florida unemploy- 
in October dropped for the third 
straight month. State Industrial 
Commission Chairman A. Worley 
Brown said the month was seven 
thousand below the September fig- 
ure. 

But Brown said unemployment 
in the state was still considerably 
above the October 1960 level of 
94,600. The October 1961 figure 
reached 112,500. 

The improvement in Florida em- 
ployment was due to the approach- 
ing tourist and holiday seasons, in- 
crease in citrus activity and the 
continued hiring of school person- 
nel in October. Joblessness should 
continue to decline but the trend 
will be somewhat offset by season-
